The fact has been noted in th's column on previous occasions that dur- 
ing the past two or three years everybody has been discussing the monetary 
situation prevailing inthe world today, and expressing opinions and offering | 
solutions in regard thereto even though they lacked the most elementary | 
knowledge of the subject. People informed and uninformed, from the most 
outstanding economists and financiers to ‘the most indifferent student or cas- | 
ual newspaper reader, have discussed banking, currency, credits, the gold | 
standard, inflation, deflation, international exchange, and a host of allied) 
subjects, with the same freedom and frequently with the same assurance 
with which they are in the habit of discussing the weather. 

This, of course, people have a right to do, but the net result has been 
the dissem!nation of a vast amount of misinformation ‘anf utterly unsound 
theories, the outcome of which is that large numbers of people are not think- 
ing straight on this important subject, while the majority of the population | 
are hopelessly bewildered and confused, and do not know whose or what) 
opin'ons to accept as sound and a safe guide to action. 

Nor is this to be wondered at, because even some of the most generally 
accepted ‘theories,—theories advanced by world famous economists,—have 
been proven incorrect when put to the test of actual experience, This was 
demonstrated in most startling fashion in the United States in the last few 
days of February and the first days of March. Events across the line moved 
with great rapidity, and the outcome was to upset previously held views in 
some important particulars. 

Great Br:tain went off the gold standard in order to check the draining 
away of its gold reserves and to stop the export of gold from the country. 
It frankly and officially announced it had gone off the gold standard. The 
United States had accumulated more than a third of all the gold in the world, 
yet it, too, reached the point where it was necessary to stop all gold export, 
just as Canada had stopped it. But, unlike Great Britain, both Canada and 
the United States insisted they were still on the gold standard. So, people 
are asking, what is a gold standard? Just what does it mean? 

But the most surprising development of all came in the United States. 
The Government authorized the issue of some billions of dollars of hew paper 
money which was not backed by gold at all, yet the Government insisted the 
country was still on the gold standard. The issue of this new currency was 
out-and-out inflation, nevertheless the Government announced it was “sound 
money,” notwithstanding that it had no gold backing, because it was sup- 
ported by real assets. 

Now, according to formerly generally accepted financ!al opinion, the | 
fssue of such new currency unbacked by gold would have the effect of depre- | 
ciating the value of the country’s currency. That is, the United States 
dollar would drop in value in relation to the currencies of other countries. 
The amazing thing that ‘happened was, instead of the United States dollar 
beg worth less in terms of Canadian dollars or British pounds, it actually 
increased in value and was worth more. The discount on the Canadian dollar 
in the United States was increased, and the premium on the United States | 
dollar in Canada became larger.

First Airplane Flight 
Plans Used For Machine Were Drawn 
By Canadian 

The first airplane flight in Canada 
on February 23, 1909, exactly 24 
years ago was recently commemorat- 
ed in the International Airmail So- 
ciety releasing a special cachet fea- 
turing a Maple Leaf, with the scene 
of the episode, Baddeck, Nova Scotia, 
inserted. The name of the airplane 
“Silver Dart,” which was piloted by 
J. A. D. McCurdy, who now is presi- 
dent of the Montreal Aircraft Indus- 
tries, is printed in large type. The 
distance then flown was one-half a 
mile with no mishaps reported in 
landing. 

Associated with Mr. McCurdy in 
the construction of the gasoline mo- 
tor-powered “Silver Dart” were. Dr. 
Alexander Graham-Bell, F, W. Bald- 
win, grandson of Hon. Robert Bald- 
win, Premier of Canada before Con- 
federation; Glen R: Curtis, Ian C. 
Morgan, president, International Air- 
mail Society, said in his review of 
the circtmstances under which the 
flight was undertaken. Mr. McCurdy 
is a graduate in enginering of the 
University of Toronto in 1906. ~ 

Added interest to the event was 
the fact that Mr. McCurdy, a Bad- 
deck man, had drawn the plans, so 
that the machine which made the 
first flight in Canada primarily was 
a Canadian product. In honor of the

‘The innocent are taught to believe 
that there.is an, abundance of wealth 
for everybody, and that. were it not 
intercepted by the rich, it might be.

distributed. 

Wealth, which ‘is so ignorantiy de- 
cried because s6 ardehtly koveted, in 
what does it consist? When the rag- 
ged army of the French Revolution 
lentered Holland their thoughts were 
centred upon the Bank of Amster- 
dam, reputed to be the wealthiest in 
the world; but when its coffers were 
broken open they were found to cor- 
tain only a vast array of bonds and 
title-deeds, no longer of any value be- 
cause unsupported by any law. 

So it is with money; it cannot live 
Save in the conditions in which it is 
bred. Today it represents much; 
tomorrow it might represent nothing. 
Money, indeed, is not “wealth; but 
merely the wheels which give it cur- 
rency. Wealth itself is something pro- 
tean and imponderable, as much a 
power as a material, like steam or 
electricity, driving by its million 
shafts and beltirigs the intricate ma- 
chinery of civilization. 

It is invested in all the industries 
and trades of the nation, partly fixed 
and partly floating; it cannot be 
drawn out without less and must con- 
stantly be renewed; partly it is held 
in reserve against the day of renew- 
al; partly it is imprisoned by the 
past, and partly it is connected to the 
future; partly it is buried under- 
ground and partly it is mortgaged to 
the vast supplies of food and raw 
material by which industry is kept at 
work and the nation in life. 

It is in form and use infinitely 
various, and in every form and use 
requires expert handling. Labor is 
only one of the many elements out 
of which it is created. The mind of

| healing. 

| Flowering shrubs also benefit from 
ig light thinning each year, after they 
have reached maturity. Those that 
| bloom early in the spring or summer 
should not be pruned until after the 
flowers fade when a little of the old 
growth and as many of the dead 
blooms as possible should be taken 
out. Late bloomers are pruned first 
thing in the spring. Ordinary rose 
bushes are severely pruned back each 
| Spring, while with the climbers it is 
customary to take out a good deal of 
the old wood any time after the 
bloom is over. , 

With raspberries, take out all the 
year-old canes following fruiting’ as 
next year’s crop will be borne on 
jthe canes produced this summer.

Sir John MacDonaid and Sir Louis 
Lafontaine Honored In Memory 
The Hon. James F. Bryant, K.C., 
Minister of Public Works, has placed 
in the. Sdskatchewan Legislative 
Assembly the statuettes of Sir 


Lafontaine, on pedestals. on,cither 
side of the Speaker's chair. Betore 
the Orders of the Day were proceeded 
with Mr. Bryant stood up in the 
House and said: 

Mr. Speaker:—I desire to call the 
attention of the honorable members 
of this House to the fact that with 
your consent, I have caused to be 
placed on the Speaker’s dais, this 
day, portrait statuettes of Sir John 
A. MacDonald, and Sir Louis Lafon. 
taine, two great Canadians, executed 
by the famous French. .Canadian 
sculptor, Louis Philippe Hebert. 

Mr. Hebert was noted for his

How To Order Patterns 


HAT a porcupine cannot shoot tis quills’ h many people believe 

that he can? The outer ends of porcupine quills are sharp and 
barbed and they fasten on to any foreign body with which they come 
in contact. They are fastened to the body of the animal in a sort of 
sheath from which they pull easily, The porcupine'’s favorite method 
of fighting is to turn his back on his enemy and swish his tail and woe 
betide anyone so rash as to come close enough for it to hit him. 
The porcupine can be killed by a blow on the nose and as his meat 
makes palatable soup he has saved the life of many a man lost in the 
woods. Except in such emergencies no woodsman will kill a porcupine, 
which because of his bad temper and his quills, leads probably the 
most sheltered life of any creature in the wilds. Herewith is a porcupine 
viewing life from a stump in Algonquin Park, northern Ontario, Canada, 
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countenance and the firm lines of the 
mouth, offered an almost exact reg 
semblance to the face of the Emperor 
Napoleon.
